Claims 1-9, 12-178, 180, and 183-186 are cancelled. 
Claims 10-11 and 181-182 are amended. 
Claims 187-196 are newly added. 

Claims 10-11, 179, 181-182 and 187-196 are pending and are examined in this 
office action.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claim 10, 11, 189 and their dependent claims 179, 181-182, 187-188 and 190-196 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 10,11 and 189 recite the phrase "agents that modulate hepatocellular 
carcinoma" which makes the claim indefinite. It is unclear what is modulated in 
hepatocelluar carcinoma in this context. A remedial measure would require indicating 
what aspect/s of said "hepatocellular carcinoma" is/are modulated in this context (for e. 
g., growth, development, metastasis, proliferation etc).
